gethw. Cliiaf Arthur aad Mr. Sargent war* 
still more reticent. Neither would say a 
word about the matter in hnmt.

Mr. Arthur is a determined man, and from 
the start has said that overturea must come 
from the railroad ooa^aBy. Kothing ia the 
situation as the engtaMM prattaded toiaait 
yesterday, appeared to dlacourago him. 
Some of the strikers asserted that financial 
reasons, th<> oiniliiion of the roa<l and the 
decline in st<s'Us, made persons Interested in 
the company's s>>curiti«8 aasiOUB tO have the 
troulilo conijirornised. 

Tht<se infereni'os led most persons familiar 
with the situation to infer that the overtures 
looking; toward arbitration or coii>promise 
came from the c-ompany's offlcers. 

It wnti lejirmxl this morning that the con- 
ference til l ween President Perkins and Chief 
Arthur lust iiii^ht was brought alMiut by Ed- 
itor Detwidoi , of the Knightfl of lM\K)r, who 
who has been bringing all his influence to 
bear to promote an amicable ad ju.stment of 
the trouble. Chief Arthur al>Bolut<'ly re- 
fiwtvl to shov liimself to rei)<>rters this morn- 
ing, but Mr. lietwider volunteered the in- 
formation that luth Arthur and Perkins 
luul a ls'tt<>r opinion of each other than they 
had l>eforo litMt night Both sides will be 
glad when the gtriue m over," he added. 

Later, Chief Arthur said to a representa- 
tive of thn Cnitod Press: "The conference 
amounted to nothing, and it may be stated 
positive]}' that it wiil not \m' renewed unless 
on official re<iuo«t to that effect comaa from 
the road.

Holding a Confereaee. 

Chicago, March 2. —It waa reported this 
aftemocm that a coDfareaoa was being 
held between Um ofllelalB of ttie Burling- 
ton rowl and Msaara Arthur and Sargent. 
It was also reported that a settlement of the 
strike ia very likely to be effected. 

Passenaer Trains Running. 
CuTCAOO, March 2. — Di8|>utohes received 
by tbe Herald indicate that the Hurlington 
offlciala have succeeded in improving upon 
their work of Tueeday, in that more paaaen- 
ger trains w^re started at various points 
along the lines of the system, and they have 
beeit run nearer the achadule time than that 
day.

'•I reiiieijiiier that in 1881 there waa much 
exf itemeiit iiMioii)^ medical men and many 
oiiier .Ne.v Yorkciii because sm.nllpox cau.sed 
I'M deaths, and 160 persons di*d from typhus 
t'evtT, yet the same year over 4,UUU children 
died from dii>htheria and scarlet fever. In 
uii uverugo year over S,000 persons, mostly 
i-hildren, die from diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
measleb and whooping cough in the city, yet 
wu are not half as much excited about such a 
slaughter of the innocenta as we ought to be.
